to help area boys at risk 


A young male from Virginia between age 12 and 17 who is 
at risk of becoming a delinquent can receive a new Roller 
Scholarship which is being underwritten by the loyalty of a 
cadet from the last class to graduate from AMA. 

Norvell West, “83, and his company Woodward, West and 
Parks, have contributed $7,000 for the program's first year. 
The scholarships will be principally for boys who live in 
Augusta County and its surrounding area. The young man 
must have the awareness that he is "in need" and must have 
researched how AMA's help will assist him as he overcomes 
the issues which are limiting his future. Blaine Clarke, *72, 
took the lead on creating the criteria for eligibility. 

Those who know of a young man who would benefit from 
the Roller Scholarship are invited to submit his name for 
consideration. Applications will be considered by independent 
judges who will then recommend to the Chairman of the AMA 
Alumni Foundation who should receive the funds. The money 
will be paid directly to an institution of learning. 

The applicant's sponsor should make contact with the Court 
to help determine the youth's sincerity. The sponsors include 
clergy, law enforcement officials, educators, social workers and 
parents. The sponsor should maintain contact with AMA for 
updates on the young man's progress once he receives a 
scholarship. The recipient of funds must demonstrate through 
his application and recommendations that he is aware of the 
need for a change in his life, can articulate why the program 
will benefit him and can list at least three goals he can achieve 
if he gets the help provided by the scholarship. In that regard, 
the applicant will be required to submit a two page double 
spaced essay directed to these three concerns. 

More than one boy can receive assistance in a given year 
if the Foundation and Scholarship Chairmen so deem.

The Stonewall Brigade 
Brass Ensemble back 
for ‘10 Founder’s Day 


The Stonewall Brigade Brass 
Ensemble, conducted by Margaret 
Helms, will return to play at the 
Founder's Day ceremonies Saturday 
morning in the Augusta Stone Church 
Cemetery.

At the outbreak of the 
Civil War, all local bands were 
marched off with the local

Saxhorn Band was 

mustered into General 

Thomas J. "Stonewall" 
Jackson's First Brigade.

About those 
digital photos 


We often get offers of digital pictures for use in The 
Bayonet, and we often have to reject photos we really 
would like to use. Some of our photo- 
graphers don't understand why, and we 
are hoping this will help lay out what we 
need in order to have good, sharp 
photos in The Bayonet. 

Most people who use digital cameras 
want to get as many pictures as possible 
on their disc. Therefore, they shoot with 
the minimal resolution, or dots per inch 
(dpi), and most save their photos in a 
format called .jpeg. 

This combination virtually guarantees 
that the photo will not reproduce well in 
The Bayonet. 

In order to get pictures that are sharp, 
clear and will look good in The Bayonet, 
the photos need to be taken at: 

300 dpi, or higher, and should be saved as .tif 
files. 

Most digital cameras will give you the option of saving 
your pictures in either the jpeg or .tif format, and also will 


Conference Boxing Championship in 1934 and was 
inducted into the AMA Sports Hall of Fame in its first year.

give you the option of increasing the resolution to 300 dpi 
(from the 72 dpi which may be the default setting for your 
digital camera). 

Of course, taking pictures at 300 dpi will mean that you 
will get far fewer pictures on your disc. 

A .tif file of 300 dpi, or more, will generally look very 
good when printed on a Bayonet page. 

If your camera will not permit you to shoot at 300 dpi, 
then take the picture in the highest resolution the camera 
will allow. Saving it as a .tif 
file guarantees that all the 
dots which make up the 
photo are saved, and will 
be reproduced when your 
picture gets to our printer. 

Get the red out! 

One other thing: photos, 
whether digital or con- 
ventional, which are over- 
whelmingly red do not re- 
produce well. 

Red reproduces as 
black, and when our AMA 
Blue ink is added, you get 
very dark pictures where 
details in the picture are lost entirely. Red faces end up as 
very dark faces. We appreciate all the offers of photos. 
Pictures tell the story better than anything.

An AMA man who revolutionized kicking in high school, 
college and pro footbail. A cadet who earned thirteen letters 
and captained two teams for two years. A rifleman who 
fired over 270 in a match. A marvelous basketball player 
who won several games aimost by himself. A cadet who 
had enough heart and courage for an entire Corps of 
Cadets. And a hoops team which wrote its name in the

From more than 125 nominees, the judges 
selected these six to enter the Augusta 
Military Academy Sports Hall of Fame at 
Reunion 2010. 

Bud Allison, “60, pioneered soccer type 
kicking in football. Before his time, the 
points after TD or field goals were straight 
on shots. Beginning in 1958 at his high school 
in Cumberland, Maryland, Allison started using a 
soccer style kick - and the rest is history. 

Earl Cabaniss, 43, earned thirteen letters in five years 
— five in baseball, five in basketball, two in footbail and one 
in boxing. Earl was captain of both the basketball and 
baseball teams for two years. 

Tom DelValle, *73, was captain of the rifle team in 1972. 
He fired the highest prone score of 100 3X during the 
annual VIC match at VMI and was a member of the five 
person team which won the Texas A&M Postal Match. 

Mal Livick, Jr., “75, not only played basketball as a high 


school junior and senior with the PG team, he started. In 
the 1975 tournament, he took over in the fourth quarter and 
beat Massanutten. at the buzzer with his patented corner 
jumper to win the tournament. 
Billy Parkins, ©70, never let anything slow him down. He 
played Peep football and made everyone around him proud. 
He went on to manage many of the athletic teams at 
AMA and when the school closed, he became one of 
VMI's most rabid and faithful fans. 
The 1969-70 AMA basketball team 
was, in the opinion of some, one of the 
best teams that ever took the hardwood 
for the Blue Streaks. They beat Fork 
Union and Hargrave with a last second 
shot to win the VMSL title.

Chairman and CEO of Bassett Furniture 
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Robert Spilman, ‘45, passes away in Richmond 


Robert Henkel Spilman, Sr., °45, a worid leader in the 
furniture business, passed away in Richmond on 15 November 
2009 at age 82. Born in Knoxville, 
he came to AMA from Statesville, 
NC. He went straight into the 
service from Augusta and served 
a short time at the end of World 
War Il. He attended Davidson 
College and graduated from North 
Carolina State University with an 
engineering degree. Called back 
to active duty, Spilman was an 
officer in the 82" Airborne during 
the Korean War and went on to 
teach at the United States Military 
Academy at West Point. 

Spilman began his career at 
Cannon Mills before he joined 
Bassett Furniture where he estab- 
lished a powerful sales and mar- 
keting organization, rising rapidly 
through the executive ranks to 
become CEO in the 1970s and 
remaining at the helm into the 
1990s. Under his leadership, 
Bassett Furniture became a full 
line- manufacturer adding re- 
cliners, home office, bedding and 
youth and infant departments. 

Spilman had numerous acco- 
lades from the furniture industry 
and was a widely respected 
businessman who served on 
many corporate and academic 
boards. His corporate board 
memberships included Dominion 
Resources, Dominion Energy, 
Jefferson-Pilot, | NationsBank, 
International Home Furnishings 
Center, Pittston Company, Trinova and United Investment 
Trust. He was a trustee at the University of Virginia School of 
Business, North Carolina State University, Appalachian State 
University, Virginia Military Institute, Old Dominion University, 
the Virginia Foundation for Independent Colleges and the 
State Council of Higher Education. 

Spilman served as Chairman of the Virginia Ports Authority 
and was instrumental in the unification of 
the Ports of Norfolk and Hampton Roads. 
He was three time winner of the Wali 
Street CEO Award in the furniture 
industry and was named Virginia's top 
industrialist in 1989. He was named the 
Humanitarian of the Year by the City of 
Hope Hospital in Los Angeles and served 
on the Virginia-Israel Commission. 

An avid hunter and fisherman, he was 
the two-time Masters Billfishing Tourna- 
ment champion at the Sailfish Club of

He is survived by his wife of 54 years, Jane Bassett

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Trustees, Board meet at the Naval Academy 


Meeting where American heroes have trod since 1845, 
the AMA Alumni Association Board and the AMA Alumni 
Foundation trustees held their winter sessions at the United 
States Naval Academy. They were honored guests of Dr. 
Mary DeCredico, professor of history at the Academy and 
the newest AMA Alumni Foundation trustee. As it is the 
Academy's duty to "imbue midshipmen with the highest 
ideals of duty, honor and loyalty,” so it was with AMA, a 
fact not lost on those who met on the historic Annapolis 
campus. 

Reflecting the state of the U.S. 
economy, most of the discussions 
concerned finances and the difficult 
time AMA is having in raising funds. 
With government grants and many 
private grant opportunities having 
gone away and with individual giving 
down, the attempt is to get through 
these mangled economic times while 
adhering to our mission. 

Treasurer Bud Oakey, “70, em- 
phasized that the budgets for both organiza- 
tions need to be tied to a strategic plan now in 
development. He emphasized that we must have 
a viable budget to have any hope of getting 
the kinds of grants we are seeking. Oakey 
proposed increased income from corporate 
contributions, PX sales, Bayonet subscriptions, 
paver sales, donations at the museum and 
reunion activities while efforts to reduce 
unnecessary expenses continue. He also talked 
about fund raising emphasizing that there must 
be “long term sustainability" to attract donors. 

Executive Director Crysta Stephenson re- 
minded the board that volunteer hours can 
really help in getting matching grants. (story on 
page 26), Volunteer hours at the AMA Museum 
alone would have been worth nearly $40,000 for 
a matching grant in 2009. 

The trustees again endorsed the President's Council 
where membership is obtained by donating at least $1,000 
in a calendar year. Those who commit to at least $1,000 a 
year for five years will become members of the Chairman's 
Roundtable with a special pin to wear at reunions and 
other AMA events. The hope is to recruit 100 members of 
the Chairman's Roundtable by Reunion 2010 which will 
cause AMA Alumni Association President Jorge 
Rovirosa, °70 and former President Garry Granger, °71, 
to have heads shaved by Bennie the Barber who many 
cadets will remember. 

Both boards heard Blaine Clarke, ~72, discuss the new 
Roller Scholarship for at risk boys in the Augusta County 
area. With a $7,000 grant from Norvell West, ~83, and his 
company, the scholarship has been set up for boys 12 to 
17 who live near AMA. Alumni are invited to suggest 
recipients of the scholarship. Karen Rice, a licensed clinical 
social worker in Richmond, attended the meeting and will 


judge the first applicants. 

The new on-line AMA Museum Newsletter is now going 
to some 700 recipients including alumni who have asked to 
receive it and community and political leaders in Augusta 
County and at the state level in Richmond. Alumni who 

wish to receive this on line newsletter (not to be con- 
fused with The Bayonet) can get on the distri- 
bution list by sending their e-mail addresses to: 
AugustaMilitary Academy @verizon.net. 
Reporting on the museum, Stephenson 
said that to get the accreditation 
the museum needs to attract 
grants will require that all artifacts 
are properly catalogued “which 
they are not now." Dr. DeCredico 
and Oakey said that the school 
records now held in boxes in Big 
Barracks need to be carefully 
studied in order to establish our 
eligibility for genealogy grants. This 
is the mountain of boxes, once 
numbering more than 100, which 
faithful alumnus Ed Chauncey, 49, 

has been poring through with the 

help of other alumni and spouses. 

Some 50 boxes remain to be 

examined which will help get 

accreditation by the Conservation 
Assessment Program (CAP) which 
is administered by the Institute of 
Museum and Library Services. All 
documents in the files will be retained 
for the museum's official archives to aid 
in family history research. These files will 
continue to tell the story of AMA long after the 
last alumnus is gone. 
Stephenson also said that there will be new displays at 
the museum later this year. She also reported that Linda 
Roller Livick has gotten the AMA Alumni House/Museum 
on the Garden Club tour in April. 

Goodloe Saunders, “57, says that at least eight 
volunteers are needed to keep the museum open 36 hours 
a week, “a requirement to keep the signs up on Route 17 
and Interstate 81. We need fellows who will give us just six 
hours a month which is a very small commitment to make." 

LTC Steve Trent, “70, reported on the Junior ROTC 
Medal that would be presented to a cadet at a high or prep 
school. It was decided that the "AMA Distinguished 
Cadet" Medal will be given to a cadet enrolled in one of the 
Virginia schools that has Junior ROTC. The schools will be 
asked to nominate from their student body and AMA 
trustees will review the nominations and select the recipient.

We talk a lot about needing volunteers at the AMA 
Museum but we have not told you how important this is for 
GETTING GRANTS! For when applying for matching grant 
funding, the volunteer hours at the AMA Museum this past 
year would be worth $39,194! 

Each hour that a docent spends volunteering at the AMA 
Museum is worth $20.25 when applying for a grant, accord- 
ing to The Foundation Center. For instance, loyal volunteer 
Ben Zinkhan, “60, putin 721 hours in 2009 which would be 
worth $14,600 on a matching grant application! 

As the economy improves, we expect to be applying for 
more matching grants and every hour that a volunteer gives 
at the museum will be worth $20.25 for AMA! In making 
matching grants, much consideration is given to volunteer 
hours since this is a principal measure of commitment on the 
part of the organization. 

Perhaps you are not in the position to make a cash 
contribution, but could you volunteer some time? By the way, 
the IRS permits a tax deduction for hours given to a non- 
profit organization such as our foundation. 

Museum Executive Director Crysta Stephenson says that 
the figures she has put together include only hours at the 
AMA Museum. "This does not include volunteer hours on 
The Bayonet, keeping up the mailing list or other things 
outside the duties of welcoming guests to the museum and 
giving tours," she says. 

Following is an alphabetical list of those who volunteered 
at the museum in 2009 and the value of their time: Bob 
Bradford, ~50, six hours, $121.50; Victor Gomez, “69, 82 
hours, $1,660.50; Garry Granger, °71, 12 hours, $243.00; 
Joe Josephson, 188 hours, $3,807.00; Greg Pearce, 65, 
73.5 hours, $1,488.38; Clyde Ramsey, “49, 71 hours, 
$1,437.75; Goodloe Saunders, 57, 355 hours, $7,188.75; 
Frank Spencer, 49, 78 hours, $1,539.00; Don Studer, 339 
hours, $6,864.75; Frank Williamson, ~60, 12 hours, 
$243.00; and Ben Zinkhan, “60, 721 hours, $14,600.25. 

By the way, if matching grants had been available in 
2009, the near $40,000 equivalent in volunteer hours would 
pay for one third of our annual $120,000 budget!

his life 


On 2 July 2008, Tom 
Douglas, ~62, retired 
from the Johns Hopkins | 
University as Assistant 
Director of Security 
after fifteen years of 
faithful service. He 
started a small 
consulting firm "Clery- 
Specialist" to assist 
institutions of higher 
learning remain current 
with federal legislation 
and required crime 
reporting guidelines. Tom was to be- 
come a faculty member for Security 
on Campus, the watchdog organiza- 
tion responsible for the initial 1990 
Campus Security Act. During his brief 
retirement, Tom also was recruited by 
the University of Baltimore to serve as 
its Accreditation Coordinator and was 
to begin that job on 11 November 
2009 to start a two year process 
ensuring that the university's police 
department is CALEA accredited, 
serving as their liaison to local and 
federal law enforcement agencies and 
first responders and bringing their 
Emergency Response Manual up to 
date.

If they 
found a blockage, a stent would be 
installed. If they found none, | would 
go home. 

"The catherization revealed four 
arterial blockages and | was given 
two options: undergo surgery on 5 
November in the morning or undergo 
surgery on 5 November in the after- 
noon. A renowned cardiologist, Dr. 
Finney, performed a_ successful

A_knack for doing right 


"Bip" Carstarphen, °52

For corporate executives, 2009 might qualify as the worst 
year since the bad old days of Enron. People tried to blame 
them for the housing bubble and 
the ensuing recession. Some 
companies and financial institutions 
accepted federal bailout money 
(sending capitalist heroine Ayn 
Rand into a post-mortem spin) and 
had no choice but to sit there and 
smile as the White House conducted 
periodic micromanagement and 
browbeating sessions.

Mr. Carstarphen has spent the last 30 
years as Chairman and CEO of Pharr Yarns, 
a textile company tied inextricably to the 
small Gaston County town that serves as the 
hub of its operations. The man known by the 
nickname "Bip" first moved to the area in the 
1950's, a much different era for the textile 
industry and mill-centric communities like 
McAdenville. Perhaps the secret of his 
staying power is the ability to distinguish 
between things that need changing and things that should 
stay the same. 

When the firms that provided Pharr Yarns with raw 
materials faced an uncertain future, Pharr's leaders decided 
a change was in order. In 2006, they announced plans to 
build a new facility in McAdenville for the extrusion of poly- 
ester and nylon — meaning jobs and a multimillion-dollar 
boost for the local tax base. Around the same time, Pharr 
officials busied themselves with another change. After 
tearing down a group of old mill houses that had fallen into 
disrepair, the company began redeveloping the neighbor- 
hood with plans for upscale townhomes. The project has re- 
sulted in another boost for the tax base plus an infusion of 
new residents. 

When it comes to Christmastown USA, however, Mr. 
Carstarphen isn't ready to start over. 

Through the McAdenville Foundation, Pharr Yarns con- 
tinues to help finance the utility and maintenance costs of 
the town's famed Christmas light displays. "We get a lot of 
pleasure from it," Mr. Carstarphen said, "and it’s something 
we'll probably always do because it makes this little town 


happy."

One again this past December, Greg Pearce, “65, joined 
7,500 other volunteers who laid 15,000 wreaths at the 
graves of America's heroes in Arlington National Cemetery.

one of only 230 men to receive a Combat Infantryman 
Badge in three wars: World War II, Korea and Vietnam. 

This is the third year Greg has taken part in what has 
become a huge worldwide project. Wreaths Across America 
had 405 participating locations this past December including 
24 national cemeteries in other countries. in all, 161,000 
wreaths were placed to honor our servicemen and women. 

Morrill Worcester, owner of the Worcester Wreath 
Company in Harrington, Maine donated the 15,000 wreaths 
which were placed at Arlington. This is the 18" consecutive 
year that Worcester had donated wreaths for Arlington and 
the largest number he has given in a single year.

Assistant U. S. Attorney Ben Beard, ‘65, 


receives Director’s Performance Award 


Benjamin W. Beard, “65, Assistant United States Attorney for the 
Northern District of Florida, has received an award from the U. S. Justice 
Department stating that “Beard has mastered 
virtually every area of law an Assistant U. S. 
Attorney could be expected to handle." 

This is the latest recognition of Beard's 25 
years as an AUSA during which time he has 
managed a series of high profile and complex 
criminal and civil cases while helping other 
AUSA's in his office and in the Virgin Islands. 

The award says that because of his mastery 
in the courtroom, Beard has been assigned 
some of the most difficult cases in the district 
“resulting in long work hours and a complex 
caseload." He also volunteers frequently for 
additional duties. 

In 1992, he earned the Director's Award for 
work on United States v. Adkinson, an S&L 
prosecution lasting six months, involving 1.5 
million documents and during which 135

witnesses testified. 


In 2004, he earned the Tri-Department Leadership Award from the 
Justice, Treasury and Homeland Security Departments for his work on 
Operation Red Tiger, a drug case involving the prosecution of eleven 
people for a conspiracy to launder $1 billion in profits from a violent gang 
in Miami. 

In 2009, Beard earned the National Health Care Anti-Fraud Associations 
"Investigator of the Year" Award for his part in United States v. Ignasiak 
involving the prosecution of a rural doctor who made $19 million practicing 
medicine in a county having only 15 hundred residents. The doctor wrote 
140-180 prescriptions a day for 3,500 patients all over the United States for 
controlled substances even after 18 patients had died of overdoses. 

The Association of former U. S. Attorneys has given Beard its award for 
exceptional service. 

Ben attended LSU and graduated from the Stetson Law School in 1972. 
Soon after he graduated from law school, he became a senior attorney at 
the Department of Agriculture and since 1984 has been a senior litigation 
counselor in the office of the U. S. Attorney. He served in the Army and had 
a USAR rank of captain. 

At AMA, he was on the Honor Committee, a Student Body officer, a 
Cotillion Club member and was on the Final Ball Committee.

In the Fali 2009 issue of The Bayonet, we asked General 
Nicholson what his AMA brothers can do to help him with 
his difficult job in Afghanistan. He answered, “Send me some 
things that | can give to the Afghan kids." And that is what 
has happened. 

Sparked by the enthusiasm of Bruce Higginbotham 
Hemp, a Stuart Hall graduate and teacher at Fort Defiance 
High School, dozens of boxes have gone to the 2" Marine 
Expeditionary Brigade whose 10,000 Marines are com- 
manded by Nicholson. 

"We have had multiple contributions from AMA alumni," 
Hemp says. "In addition to monetary contributions, we have 
had wonderful support from people who are spreading the 
word. Jim Hash, ‘72, talked with his sister who heads a 
Montessori school in Maryland and she has encouraged her 
faculty and students to send packages of school supplies to 
Afghanistan." The American presence is permitting more and 
more schools to open but they have no supplies, no pencils, 
no pens, no paper, no blackboards. 

Hemp said that Colonel Mal Livick "talked about the 
project with his Kiwanis Club and several members have 
made contributions. Jim Atchison, ~73, has a friend who is 
both a Blue Star and a Gold Star mother and she is con- 
tacting people in her network. Rex Rumley, “69, collected 
boxes of school supplies to be sent. And the Florida men 
lead by Ozzie Ferro, “53, have sent countless boxes to 
General Nicholson." 

The Fort Defiance group also has been collecting money 
for soccer balls. Nicholson says he can use 100 balls a 
month and that the “kids really love to get these." Bruce also 
has sent countless backpacks, coloring books, crayons and 
supplies some of which she bought at a local Staples for 
their cost. Her students have packed the boxes and readied 
them for shipment to Afghanistan. She also got at cost 20 
quarts of chalk board paint from the local Benjamin Moore 
Paint Store. 

Bruce points out that a US Postal Service Priority Mail box 
12” X 12" X 5" can be used to ship anything that will fit in it, 
regardless of weight, for a flat rate of $11.95

DelValle takes school 
supplies, steaks and 
cigars to Afghanistan 


Gary Sinise, Lieutenant Dan in Forrest Gump and star of 
NCSI, led a Thanksgiving trip to Afghanistan accompanied 
by the Lieutenant Dan Band and arranged by Tom 
DelValle, °73, Senior Vice President of American Airlines. 

American has been supporting U. S. forces overseas for 
years and in 2008 sent a 767 to Iraq with supplies for the 
iraqi children and entertainment for the troops. At Thanks- 
giving last year, a 777 flew into Frankfurt and a C-17 took 
the party to Afghanistan. 

DelValle was on board and spent five days in country. 
"Gary put on three live shows which were on UTube within 
hours of the concerts," he says. You can see the UTube 
piece at: http://www. youtube.com/watch?v=EGrCSpVR6TY. 

One of the shows was at Camp Leatherneck where 
Brigadier General Larry Nicholson, °75, is headquartered. 
Tom presented Larry with a Roller Rifles flag and Larry 
gave Tom an American flag which had flown over Camp 
Leatherneck. That flag will be raised at the AMA Alumni 
House/Museum during ceremonies at Reunion 2010. 

American Airlines delivered a load of school supplies for 
the Afghan kids. They also brought 5,333 frozen filet 
mignons and 8,000 cigars for the troops plus some special 
cigars that Garry Granger, §71, sent to General Nicholson. 

"We had a wonderful Thanksgiving lunch with the 
Marines in Kandahar and that night flew back to Frankfurt 
and on back to the States," says Tom. "It was a great 
experience for me, yes, but it was even more impressive 
to see how our men and women in uniform reacted to 
Gary’s show." 

In their stop in Frankfurt, AA delivered three aircraft 
containers of Dallas Cowboy jerseys to the U. S. Military 
Hospital in Landsthul, Germany. 


Hemp continued Don Studer's sister, Kelli Harding, 
was inspired after reading The Bayonet and sent some 
supplies. The mother of one of the teachers at FDHS sent 
a care package since her husband was in World War Two 
and she wanted to do something for our Marines. The sister 
of Jim Hash, ~72, was planning to send boxes from her 
school. As you can see, the tentacles of this project have 
reached out far beyond what | would ever have imagined. 

Here are a few more samples of outreach directly related 
to the AMA Afghan Project: Chris Meek, ~84, is working 
with a major at Camp Leatherneck to have the students at 
The Murray Middle School in North Carolina, where Chris 
is a staff member, to "adopt" a school in Afghanistan. They 
want to show videos of the American kids to the Afghan 
children and videos of the Afghan youngster to the children 
in Chris’ school.

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GARY SINISE takes the stage at Camp Leatherneck, 
Afghanistan where he and the Lieutenant Dan Band put 
on a show for the Marines in General Nicholson’s 
command.

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packages. Of the some 125 total boxes sent, more than 700 
soccer balls have been sent to Larry plus 250 pairs of sun 
glasses and 32 quarts of chalkboard paint. 

Through American Airlines, Tom DelValle, ~73, has been 
able to ship an additional 1,100 soccer balls, 5333 steaks, 
more than 8,000 cigars, countless school supplies, 25,000 
pairs of Crocs and numerous other items. 

Students at FDHS have collected school supplies and have 
helped stuff 250 back packs, counted all the items and filled 
the boxes, hauled the boxes to a car and filled out the 
customs forms and mailing labels. The free child labor has 
been a Godsend. 

| cannot thank everyone enough for all your support. This 
project surely has mushroomed and the cause dearest to my 
heart has been to see the liberation and education of Afghan 
women and girls. | am told repeatedly that the Helmand 
Province is a conservative area of Afghanistan with Female 
Encouragement Teams (FETs) in place, the women are finally 
being heard. It will take a long time for the girls to get an 
equal education in the rural areas but at least in the larger 
cities, there are girls’ schools. | realize that writing this for the 
AMA Bayonet is probably out of line but as the Point of 
Contact (POC) for the AMA Afghan Children's Fund, you will 
just have to deal with my idiosyncrasies. 

| have been corresponding with a female Marine, Master 
Sergeant Julia Watson, who is my POC for the FETs. She is 
a marksmanship trainer when she is not conducting Civil-Mil 
Ops. Julia lives in Stafford, VA with her husband and two 
daughters, but hails from Provo, Utah. She had asked that we 
send lots of Polaroid film and cameras, dolls and medical 
supplies, toothpaste, toothbrushes, etc. She said, “Most 
families don’t have any photographs and this has proven in 
other areas to build lasting relationships with the local 
populace." The trouble is that Polaroid no longer makes the 
cameras or the film. | turned to Patty Lewis (founder of 
Mom4RMarines.org) and through her nonprofit organization 
she purchased 10 Fuji Instax cameras and 170 packs of film 
to send to the FETs. 

To summarize, the areas in which we have been working 
are threefold. Of course, Larry is in charge of everything but 
items for the Marines and Sailors go to Sergeant Major Ernie 
Hoopii. He is also in charge of getting the school supplies, 
baby wipes, jerky, care packages and soccer balls to the 
Marines. 

Speaking of soccer balls, there is a shipment of 100 balls 
on the way to Larry in memory of Glory Vandervort (SH 69) 
and W. DeWitt Campbell, “69. All these items support the 
Marines: if they are handing out things to the children, it 
makes for positive relations with the local population. And we 
are also sending items to let the Marines know that they are 
not forgotten. 

Next, there is G-9, the Civil Affairs Group. They are in 
charge of renovating the schools, auditoriums and civic 
centers. The majority of our stuffed backpacks went to LTC 
Zack Bennett who sends them out to schools as they reopen. 
Twelve more quarts of blackboard paint, which Zack 
requested, was shipped with packs of beef jerky acting as 
stuffing around the cans. (I can't stand to see a box with 
empty space in it) So, when you think G-9, you can think of 
refurbishing the buildings and this is the group with which 
Chris Meek has been coordinating his school's efforts.

Finally, there's the G-3 FECC (Fire and Effect Coordination 
Cell) which is Julia Watson's area. G-3 is the division that 
includes the FETs. This is the group having the most direct 
contact with the Afghan women. So, think... medical supplies, 
photographs, doll babies (prepubescent) for the girls and eye 
liner! "It's not a livelihood need but nice to feel like a woman 
in this society too."

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"Congress gone Wild" is Jim Starnes’ call to arms 


He calls them "Whores on the shores of the Potomac" and 
spares no words in deriding the incumbents in the 
Congress — both Republicans and Democrats — who are 
“obsessed with remaining in office thereby reducing 
America from the most respected, most 
prosperous nation in the world to the most 
vilified, biggest debtor nation in the world." 

Jim Starnes, “50, who has had ample 
experience tilting with near indestructible 
windmills’, has written a "do it yourself 
manual for “thoroughly angered and 
aroused citizens to purge the Legislative 
Branch of the incompetence, ineptitude, 
deceit, chicanery and fraud which has 
been so damaging to the American way of 
life." 

Starnes blames Congress for our 
continued dependence on foreign oil, for 
the soaring healthcare costs and for 
proposing a “cure more frightening than 
the problem," and the erosion of our 
educational system.

Starnes approaches the problem in his book as if it were 
a jury trial. Crimes are detailed, evidence presented and a 
judgment rendered by the reader. "Just sentencing will be 
resoundingly pronounced by the American people on 
Election Day, November 2, 2010, and not a moment too 
soon," he writes. "A government rife with waste, fraud and 
abuse is the resultant product of Congress’ catering to 
those special interests whose dollars are relied upon to fuel 
fulltime political careers." 

He cites Congress’ breach of electorate trust that has 
"out America in hock with its future mortgaged, looted the 
Social Security ‘trust’ fund, perpetuated dependence on 
OPEC oil, and stifled the desperately needed growth of 
business and industry." 

Starnes puts the blame for the recent economic melt- 
down with the resultant recession and unemployment on 
Congress. "It has stifled the desperately needed growth of 
business and industry and turned the world's most 
prosperous nation into the world's largest debtor nation." 


Starnes led the effort to reopen our school but no one could 
fault him for not trying his hardest with a plan that would likely have 
worked had today's alumni association been in existence then.

Stocks have appreciated consider- 
ably since the March 2009 low. Giving 
stocks which have increased in value 
is a great way to rebalance a lopsided 
portfolio. it is smarter to give such 
stocks to a non-profit (such as the 
AMA Alumni Foundation) instead of 
liquidating the stock and locking in a 
capital gains tax. 

But if your stocks have fallen in 
value since you purchased them, it’s 
smarter to sell them, bank the loss 
which can be used to offset any 
capital gains later on, and then give 
the money to a non-profit. 

Such as the Augusta Military 
Academy Alumni Foundation!
